The primary requisite in breaking 
in a new car is patience. It is quite 
nerve-wracking to drive for 500 miles 
at 25 miles an hour and no faster 
when a long clear road faces you 
ahead, But the effort is well worth 
while. After the first 500, the speed 
can go up to 35 or 40 and after the 
first 1000 miles the driver may use 
whatever range of speed he can 

This matter of speed, In a way, is 
misleading. We should consider not so 
much the speed of the car as the 
speed of the engine. It is the engine 
that must be throttled down and run 
cautiously the first 1006 miles, There- 
fore, it would not do to force it in
